There Ia no new=paper man here who knows
Grant well enovgh to *1alk" with bim, or to
entechize him touching bis opinions on public
questions, He seeme Lo have o mortal deead of
all perrons connected with the public press,
and, in view of the misrepresentation to which
he has been subjected in Republican as well ae
Democratic journals, this is not surprising. Of
the thousands of persons who “‘call” upou
Grant, perhaps net one i & huodred ever talks
with bim on anyihing buat the commonplace
subjects of the day.

There are a lew persons who
“talk to Graut,” und with whom be mavsges to
get beyond the monosyliables jn conversatlion,
Theie men are well kuown to the newspaper
correspondents, But unfortunately for Grant
and the public, some of them, like E. B, Wash-
burne for instance, sre men whose prejudices
aré very strong, and who are suxious to
quote General Grant as favoring their views
on all questions. Bhould Washbarne huave
a conversation with Grant wherein the
Pacilc  Raflroad would be even re-
motely referred to, It would be sure to go to
the public, as it has done, that Grantis op
posed to the prand euterprise of uniling the
Pacifle with the Atlentic by means of these
rallroads. If u couservative S8enator has an in-
terview with Grani, whereat the Tenore of
Office Jaw or the snbject ol the distribution of
the Federal patronage ie mentioned, the couu-
try is immediately informed that in case Con-
gresa retuses to repeal the Civil Tenure law the
President elect will serve them as Johuson did.

British Colambina and Lower Californin.
Washinglon Correspondence Qincinnati Ohronicle

Au old rumor, 1o the effect that the transfer
of British Columbia would be accepted asa
setticment in full of our elaime agrinst Great
Britain, is belog revived., That settlement would
doubtless be quite aceeptable to General Grant,
who 12 known to be fuvorable to our obtaining
possession of an  unbroken coast line oo the
Pucific.

At B} o'clock last evening Patrick Tiemayn,

Ties
man stageered to an adjolning liquor &'ore,
where hie fell prostrate on the floor, bleeding
profusely from the wonnd in the breast, He
wius corveyed toa neighboring drne store, but
diea befure reachiog the store.

When discovered he was quite dewd, Near
Lim, with her head indeed In contact with his
right shoulder, lny his wife, who was either
dead at the time or died immediately after
being discovered. A gun was lying by the man's
eide, The pack part of the house was open,
The man bad been married to his second wife
about three years., He had two children by hia
first wife, He was somewhat addicted to intem-
perance, and there bas been considerable tronble
belween the two, police officers having ocea-
slopally to get in and setile their difficulties.

The man had on his pantaloons, and the
women scemed to have been only partially pre
pired for bed, although the hour was so Inte.
The wardroba doors were open, aud the clothing
therein seemed to have been considerably dis-
turbed, About the room there was evidence of
confusion. The room in which they were found
wns immedintely adjoining thelr bed-room, The
appearance of the bed in the latter indicatey
that they had retired. Whether it is a morder

Brooks seemed
inclined to comply but Orme refased, Brodlead
steppiog between thew, took hold of Orme and
told him he must go back. Brooks then steppail
buck o few steps townrds the house, and rhera
rallying they both drew pistols and shot dirwn
Theodore, who had just come up, tollowing mith
other shols in quick suceessinu av Phomas, who
fortunutely escaped with his lile,
